Proteftant Religion , and wef 
may judge, by the crowding of 
the Churches , That for one 
Diflenter that was won to the 
Church of EngUnd^ in the late 
Kings Reign, there are now ten^ 
which is one of the Miracles the 
King has done, to unite thefe 
at fo great odds formerly : ^ 
that to me it iis a plain proof, 
• that fbme people believe the 
Promife of proteding the

They are unwilling to yield thq 
Roman Catholic Church to be 
the Judge of Controverfies ber 
;wixt them. And as to the 
§Bpr^ma?y of f hfi Pope, Th^ 
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Englifli Clergy willmoft unwil* . 
lingly yield it^ after fb long a 
renouncing it. Lafifyy Theln-r 
^ difpenfible Celebacy of the Ca^ 
thoiic Clergy, is an infupa- 
rable fainderance of Englifh Mir 
nifters {iibmiflion to that Reli- 
gion ; (ince the married here ^ 
will be incajxible of preferment, 
and on the contrary^ muft fuffer 
degradation and beggery « 

Who ferioufly coofiders thole 
things, will not only judge it 
an attempt unfeazable (efpecit. 
ally when the prolpeQ: of a 
Proteftant Succeflor, is an £n«>

to conceive, how by this way^ 
a National Converfion can be 
effefted. For though the num- 
ber of Writers were never fb 
much multiplyed ; Yet fince 
the Arguments are the lame , 
and 'neither part can put the 
principal differences to Umpi« 
rage, or fix upon an Umpire^

the people thc 
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itheR.CathoIick Church Men, 
have that advantage now, that 
they never had fince the Refor- 
mation , both publickly to 
preach, and publifh their Books 
of Controverfie , and be as in- 
duftrious as they pleafe, to pre- 
vail with people in their con-i 
verfktion, which is like a fingle 
combate betwixt a Man skilled 
at his Weapon, and a Novice; 
It muft be granted alio, That 
fcvefal pcrlbns may be recpn^ 
tiled to the Church of Rome^ 
efpecially fuch as are curious af^ 
ter Novelties , and not well 
grounded in the Prpteflant Re- 
[igion, or fuch as fall into folici-. 
tons thoughts about the ftate of 
their Salvaticxi, and come td 
think the failures they havd 
committed, have been occafi- 
oned by theit wartt of due In- 
ftrufltiow : Or oflce conecive that. 
Salvation is flot to be had mtd[ 
tb« moft Catholic Cbufch, 
m that a ^rfei^ abidl^ition up- 
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onConfeflion, arid Contritiofl 
is to be had ho where, out of 
the Church of Rome, and fbme 
may be won by an affeftation 
of the modifhnefs of being of 
the Religion of their Prince, or 
in hopes of the more propitious 
royal Smiles : And fuch in my 
judgment, as change their Reli- 
gion for this foie end, neither 
defer ve the countenance of their 
Prince, nor of any worthy Man ; 
for filch will vary with the next' 
Wind , and neither God nor 
Man will find ftability in 
them. 

But we experimentally find, 
that the progrefs of thefe kinds 
of converfion is very flow, and 
it mufl be a work of many Ages, 
to eflefl: any great matter this 
way, where fb thick-fet preju- 
dices, and prepoffeflions of^a diC* 
ferent perfwafion, are fb firmly 
retained, that to change a Re- 
ligion this way, is but like the 
deraolifhing a Fabriek of im- 

menfe 
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menfe firmneft and fize ^by pick- 
ing out here and there a lingle 
Stone, even while others are as 
diligent and induftrious to iecure 
it. 

If, laftly) any be won over 
to the Church ofRome^ by any 
of thefe, or any other method 
of more force , the aft . being 
perronal,(feeing every Mans Sal- 
vation toucheth hirjifelf mofl: ) 
why fhould any fb much be 
concerned about it, {eeing it is 
their own voluntary a£i, and 
no injury is done to the willing 
y iclder,and it would be a ftrange 
obftinacy in any not to yield . 
to conviftion. 

Having (hewn the groundlef- 
nefi of thofe peoples fears that; 
dread the overthrow of the 
Church oiEngUnd^ by any of 
the three forementioncd ways ? 
I come now to the laft, that is.

As to the inftaooe of the 2.Thae 
French Kings proceeding, fiire- ^?ro' 
ly they that urge it, never give of the^ 
tjiemtelves tibmy to refleiQ: \s^ flench 
onthedifcrepancy ofthecafe.In S^not 
f r«we, the King and the whole toafiright 
Body of his Kii^dom are R. ^ 
Catholics, and the Religion is 

eftabUQied 
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cftablifhcd ^y Law , and it h 
cafie to obtain further Laws for 
the fupport of it, and the de- 
ftroying of ail others, by a King 
fo victorious and reverenced ; 
fince how numerous Ibevc^ Pro- 
teftants were there, yet compa- 
ratively to the Catholics, they 
were very inconfiderable. If in* 
deed the King of France were 
anHugonot, and with the aflli* 
ftancc of his Proteftant Sub- 
jects , had been able to have 
brought all Catholics to his Re- 
ligion, then there might have 
been fome ground for fucb an 
inftance. 

If the advancers of this af- 
frightment would have been fb 
candid, as to have fubjoyned, 
how our gi;acious King hath 
granted, npt only the French 
Exiles a fafe retreat into his 
Kingdom, but hath likewife 
promif^ them a Protection in 
(he exercife of Religion, eon-» 
formabje to tb^ praCtige of the 

Church 
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Church of England ; And to 
all fuch hath granted his Gra- 
cious Letters Patents for the 
coUeftiiig the Charity of his 
Subjeffs for their Relief, (which 
is accordingly with a fuperlative 
' Liberality, aflbrded them) They 
would rather have made it as aa 
Argument of the Kings inviola- 
ble obferving his Gracious pro- 
mile in protefting the Church 
of England^ than have pro- 
duced it as an incitement to our 
fears of the contrary.

withy and (b many Catholics 
are Commiflioned in the Army^ 
and may be in other Offices?This 
being the continual Toll , by 
which fbme would make us 
believe the Proteftant Religion 
was about giving up the Ghoft :

ing how juft it is in the King 
to imploy Catlraiics , and hovir 
much Reafbn he hath to difpenie t 
with the Tcft ; and that the 
refufing the Abolifbing of it, 
will be attended with much 
greater Inconveniences than the 
continuance of it.

from the Communion of the 
Church of England for any Se- 
cular Intereft; and being not 
only fb peaceably at firft leated 
on his Throne^ but by a Mira* 
culous (uqcefs againlt a Rebel- 
lion (that was within a caft of' 
Viftory ) fb firmly eftablifht in 
his Right : It cannot be thought 
but that he makes fbmerefle^i-' 
ons on the juftnefs of his Caufe, 
and the favour of Heaven to his 
Religion ; fb that after we have 
leen him Triumph over the 
fpightful and impotent Confe- 
deraces againft him, and know 
faim to be a Prince of thofe rigid 
Principles of Honour, and Con- 
icience , as in no time to make 
ufe of the coverture of diffimu- 
lation ; we mufl conclude, that 
the World would judge him 
hypocritical in his Religion, if 
he fhould not publickly pra^ftice 
it himfelf, and countenance the 
Profcflion of it in his Catholic

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Subfefts, and ihew as favoiir- 
dblc a regard to them / C^/ef-^ 
^r/*i^/, as to Proteftants. 

Se£09fdfy y It is moft natural 2* That 
for every perfbn to cherifh and Sth J^a"^ 
confide in thofe moft, who are Ton to fa* 
ofthefarne Perfwafion with ^^"/^^^^^ 
f hemfelves in point of Religion, subjefts. 
who are to be fuppofed, will 
moft cordially and concernedly 
adhere to their Intereft,as kno\^- ' 
ing that their commoij Fortunes 
are interwoven; While there- 
ibre Proteftants, fince the Re^ 
formation , have been the Ible 
ftlii fruftuaries of all the places 
of Honour and Prpfit in Church 
and State ; and all, who have 
been bred Catholics > have beeni 
fince the begining almpft ot 
Queen ElUaktPs time , or a^ 
Icaft from the middle of it , 
under more or Icfs continual 
preflure : And a great many 
fuflered moft deeply for theif - 
Loyalty to King Charles the Fi r ft:

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And during the credence given 
to the late Plot , have been 
harraffed from Seffion to Scfli- 
on, proceeded againft as Tray- 
tors, Imprifoned, and forced 
into Exile, or undcrgOn the fe- 
vere penalties of the Laws : It 
is but reafbnable that they, or 
their Pofterities fliould, with 
fbme more then common emo* 

. tion of Joy and Contentment , 
entertain the liberty of the ex« 
ercile of their Religion , they 
have fb long been reftrained 
from.

mon N^er : And how loi^ af- 
ter, the fame King entertamed

the Ottman EmjMre ; and it is 
well koown,that Forreigners are 
implayed in the Councils or 
Armies of moft Princes.

Princes would judge our King a 
very unequal Diftributer of his 
Favours, and to have no great 
Zeal for his Religion^if he fhould 
not countenance and prefer 
ibmeof histDatholic Subje6ls : 
Yet none of thofe A£ls of boun- 
ty or choice he can do , if he 
cannot difpence with penal 
Laws. 

Yet for all this gracious and 
juft Favour to Catholics , I do 
not fee, that by any the remoteft 
confequences , either the King 
doth dcfign,or that it is his Inter- 
eft by them to extirpate the Pro- 
teftant Religion , but rather to 
conciliate a better Union be- 
twixt them, by converlation 
and mutual Service ; that, in as 
much as in him lies , by the

to the Teft, which is looked up* 
on* as the very Barrier, Rampif e 
and Citadel^ that is only lert to 
defend us againft the over- 
powering Attacks of Popery ; 
which ibme Men would make 
us believe, if it once be 3^eilded 
up to the Kinps demolifhing, no 
vifible hold is left to prevent the 
whole Nation's being (iibdued 
to the Catholic Religion. 
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Concerning the Teji. 
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I Shall firft therefore endea-, 
vour to fhew the Nature of 
theTeft, and the occaiion of thq 
making of it ; and the feveral 
Itleafons why it may be prudence 
to revoke it , and other penal 
I^ws.

In this place I fhall only 
touch upon fome few Heads. As, 
theScva- Firft, Concerning the feve- 
W^ rity in General, upon thofe who 
could not renounce the Do* 
ftrine of Tranfubftantiation , 
invocation or Adoration of 
Saints ; thefe being purely Mc- 
taphyfical Points of Religion, 
letled by Decrees of Councils, 
in the Roman Catholic Church ; 
oblige thole of that Commnni^ 
on to believe them, under the 
penalty of an Anathema ; yet I 
thiok it is not eafie to prove, 
that thele fDodrines have any 
Natural Tendency to induce 
ihe Believers and Pra£kifers of 
them, either tq endanger the 
Peribn pf thp King, or the Go-r 
vernmeht, which is declared tobe 
the principal end why the Afts; 
were maderarid as tp the increale 
pf Popery, thefe very Doflrines 
are fo far from working upon 
Proteftants, that they are the 
ycf y chief impediments, which 
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hinder the people in General 
from embracing that Religion. 

Therefore it muft appear ve- 
ry fevere, that all perlbns, who 
hya rpiritual obligation cannot 
renounce thefe DoSirines and 
Pra£tices,fhould be obnoxious to 
chofe penalties,wbich,as convi^ 
Papim, they are liable to ; and 
which, however vexatious and 
chargeable to them, redound 
moftly to the profit of Infor- 
mers, BayllffSj Clerks, and Gich 
perfbns as bear no proportion 
of Merit or lotereft in the Go- 
vernment, to thol« liidering Ro. 
man Catholic Lends and Goitle- 
men ; and by fuch Payments, 
Fines, <ff. the Kines Revenue 
is very little encrealed. 

Although n)me may think jTheRo; 
fome of the branches were then ^oa^^ 
neceflary , to prevent all Ro- "* 
man Catholics from enjoying

, But if wc fuppofe thcfc Afts Not fit 
as neceflary and cquitablc,as the SJiSc 
greateft Sticklers for them could 
evince, while the Plot was be^ 
lie ved ; I think no perfbn endow- 
ed with common Civility, will 
think it fit they fhould be impo- 
ied upon our prefent Sovereign ; 
nor will they think it equitable 
and juil^that any Roman Catho^ 
lie King fhould deal in the fame 
manner with his Proteflant Sub^ 
jefts.

As to the Queens Servants Jt 
had been contrary to the Law 
of Nations , to have ioipo&d 
iuch Oaths and Declarations i]p« 
on fuch as were naturaly born 
Sub jeEb of Pcrtugdl ; yet in that 
they were limit^ to To (ball a 
number as nine ( whereas het 
Majefty entertains near thrice 
the number of Religious) it 
(hewed but little confideration 
of. the number of Servants in 
the Family of fb great a Prinr« 
oefi. 

But I need not trouble yoil 
with the coniideration of theie^ 
as moving in a lower Sphere $ 
for what ever will induce the 
two Houfes^ to reinftate th«i 
great Orbs in their places ^ 
and capacitate them to ex^ 
ert their due Powers , will 
prevail to reiiore the Satellm^ 
of the great Luminaries.

'Court of Judicature.

It inuft be owned that A6ts what 
of Parliament are to be looked ^^asot 
upon as Laws the Subje£^s Pariia* 
ought to yield all Obedience to : «>ent leafi 
But it is iikewife to be confi* ^"^*°^ 
dered , that fuch Temporary 
AGtSy which upon Emergencies, 
and to ferve a juncture , have 
altered any Ancient or Funda* 
mental Conftitution of the Go- 
vernment y robbed the King of 
any ufeful Prerogative , or the 
Subje£ls of their Birth-rights ; 
as likewife all fiich as by Revo* 
lution of Time have the caules, 
for which they were made, 
ceafing : have been rarciv 
tcmnd conducibie to PublicK 
Good^ or of any long continu^ 
ance. 

It is true , our prefent Sove- 
reign was perfbnally excepted 
from the feverity of thefc Afts ; 
but it is well known that ibme 
great Members of tb^ Houlesjde:- 
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figned to have him prefente^ 
by the Grand-Jury as a Rccif 
iant, in order to his Convi£li- 
on as a Roman Catholic ; and 
the Judges^ for difchar&ing the 
Jury too Ibon (as the ckfigners 
alledged ) whereby an Indid^ 
ment could not be brought i% 
were fcverely cenfiired by the 
Houfe of Commcnis* 

This was not all ; for the hot^ 
ted Zealots were for proceeding 
upon the Statute againfl: being 
Converted or Reconciled to the 
Church of Rome; upon which 
they would have grounded an 
Indi£l:ment of Treafbn. And 
whoever condders all the Argu-* 
ments of the Excluftonifts ; will 
find they were bottom'd upon 
the fevere Laws againft Pa«i 
pifts. 

So that if his Royal Brother 
had been wrought upon to have 
contented, it had been eafie, by 
the force of the penal Laws 
Itg^oft Roman Catholics, noit 

only 
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only to have deprived our So* 
vereign of his Right of Sue* 
ceflion, but of his Hfe alio. 

Since therefore! it is lb evident, 
that the penal Laws againft Ro- 
man Catholics (as they now 
fiand in force) are not only de« 
ftrudive to the Subjefls proper* 
ty, but endanger as much the 
Rights of Hereditary Princes : 
In my Judgment the King hath 
fufficient reaibn to require their 
repeal , and all Lovers of our 
Mooarchy (refleding upon the 
hazard his Majefty was in^from 
them> have reaibn to ufe their 
utmoft endeavours to have fuch 
abrogated. 

• Surely we cannot but re- 
flet how thirigs were puflied 
on after the credit given to 
that i)erjurM Man -s Plot. How 
^ traiterous party defigned the 
late Kings Murther, the over* 
throw G^ the Monarchy, or at 
leaft the utter fecluding of our 
ijr^cipus Sovereign^ and never 

fcfl:c4 
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rcfted , till they had formed 
the Rebellion in England and 
ScotUnd. 

So that when we confider 
how thefe Laws were obtained, 
in a time when the Affrights, 
Heats and Ferments of the 
Nation wereib great, and the 
drift of the Enemies to Monar- 
chy , and the Kings perfbn, 
werenptfiafficiencly di(covered; 
and when we confider that thofe 
fb fair-blown BIofToms, (b deli- 
cately ftriped, with the beauti- 
ful (Colours of Religion , and 
Property, and Priviledges^were 
fucceeded by the moft poifbnous 
Fruits : 

And that thofe men who pre- 
tended fb much care of the 
Proteftant Religion, manifdftiy 
defigned the EcIipHng at leaft, 
if not the overtnrow of the 
Church of England^ by their 
BjU of Comprehenfion ; who^ 
cver,^ fey,confiders thefe thingf 
^eliber^rdyi ipannot think the 






King hath any realbn to be in 
Love with thefe Ads, which 
were made lb Diametrically 
oppofite to his Regality, and 
which would fb manacle his 
hands, that he might have no 
power to beftow Places or Of- 
fices upon his Catholic Siib^ 
jefts. 

Having premifed thefe things 
in Grofs, I (hall now proceed! 
to give you Ibme of the many 
realons, why I think the King 
bath juft caufe to infift upoa 
the Repeal of thefe Ads, and 
all other Sanguinary Laws.

fought a Princes quarrel whonx 
I judged an Idolater; And if I 
did not believe it (as their 
whole Church fb fblemnly de- 
nying any properly Divine 
Wormip to be given by them 
tp any but God, methinks fhould 
hinder me) and yet were ob- 
liged fb Iblemnly to declare it; 
I fhould think I icandalized my' 
Prince in the higheft degree, 
mocked God, and gave a lye to 
my Confcience : So that how- 
ever ufeful it might be to deter 
perlbns of the Roman Faith 
from taking it, and ih to inca. 
pacitate tfiem ; yet I cannot fee 
how a Catholic Prince can 
countenance or need it : And 
hefw either the King himfelit. 
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or his Catholic Subjeds can di- 
geft fiich publick avowiog them 
Idolaters^ I leave to any ratio- 
nal man to judge : And efpeci- 
ally the King, being, I doubt not, 
throughly convinced in his own 
Confcience, that he is no Ido- 
kter ( for I think geftures only, 
without fbme kind of intention 
of paying Divine Honour to 
fbmething that is not God, will 
not make a perlbn guilty of that 
damnable un) It cannot but 
concern him in Confcience to 
prevent, as much as in him lies> 
his S|ibje6^s averring (b fcan- 
dalous an untruth ( in his Ma- 
lefties own belief at leaft ) and 
which ailertion carries with it 
another ill confequence, that 
^very one is not aware of : For 
the Ordination of our Biihops 
coming from the Church of

But now the King is fccurc 
from any apprehenfions of the

Officers that are Proteftants, for 
one Catholic) and thb^ Soldiers 
are generally Proteftants ; 
whereas before^ not one Known 
Catholic was capable of any 
Imployment : We might have 
indeed fbme reafon to murmur 
and repine, if the King fhould 
commiffionate none but Catho- 
lics, yet that would be but Lex 
Tdionis^ turning the Tables. 

Therefore fince he hath the 
power of difpencing with that 
Law , as appears by the Sen- 
tence in the King's Bench, we 
have realbn to be thankful to 
the King, for the diftribution erf* 
his favours fb liberally to Pro- 
teftants, which hath been fi> 
long, denied to Unfortunate 
Catholics ; who, if their Rel^i-* 
on did not incapacitate them,

and cannot exert that neceffary 
Juftice of Protcfting, Reward-^

Here I muft aofwer an Ob- Objea, 

jeffcion that I forefee will be 
urged , that CMtra Hoftem ftA-' 
lieim fMtti^t honto tft mUes , 

againft a public Enemy every 
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man ought to be a Soldier, and 
fb it cannot be the intent of the 
Law, that the King fhould be 
deprived of his Right to arm 
whom he pleafeth and can con- 
fide in, in fuch a Conjuncture ; 
but only it was deOgned to hin- 
der Catholics from being Cqm- 
miflionated and Imployed in 
times of Peace. 
Anfwcr. But who ever perufcth the 
Afl, will find no iuch Excepti- 
on or Limitation ; which is a ve-

cafe to deliberate well of the 
dangerous iequels of (iich Laws 
as limit the Sovereign to uie on- 
ly perfbns (b and fb qualified. 

For by the lame prefident^ 
we cannot tell^if a Prince fhould 
(ticceed that fliall be a Calvi- 
nift, orofanv other perfwafion 
oppofiteto tne Church of£/^- 
land J and obtaine a Parlia- 
ment to his purpofe, but that 
he may make renouncing of the 
Epilcopal Government, or the 
Church of England , a conditi- 
on abfblutely neceffary to ca-

that if fbme men had conlider-* 
ed the extent of this, it is pro* 
bable they would have afted

Now if wc enquire into the The 
grounds of all thefe Laws, we of^hefe 
fliall find them exprefled in the Laws, 
leveral Afts, as in that of the

in Corroboration of that made 
in the 28th of the fame King, 
To exclude the long ufurped Power ^ 
jiuthority^ and Jurifdiclion of the 
Bifbdp of Rome. 

That of th^ firfl of Queen 
Elizabeth^ is to the intent, That 
all ufurped and foreign Power ^ and

ligion : The grounds in that A8t 
are expreifed, That of Utejefu^ 
iff, Priefts y &c. have come and 
ken fent into the Realm , 8(C. 
^furfoft^ not only to mthdraw 
her Highnefs SutjeSts from their 
due obedience to her Majejly ; but 
alfo to fiir up and move Sedition^ 
Rebellion , and open HofiiUty 
mthin the fame, 8rc. 
fijsa. The AQ: of the ^5° of that 
Queen expreffeth, that For the 
better difiovtry , and avoiding 
of fuch traiteroHs and mofi dan- 
■ gejOHs confpiracies and attempt s^^ 
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4rre ^4/^ devifed a/td praSiifed 
againfi the Queen by fundrj mck^ 
M andfeditioHs perfonSy who term^ 
i»g themfelves Catholics y and be^ 
ing indeed Spies and InteSigen- 
eerSj &c. hiding their Detefiahle 
and Devilljb Purpofes^ under a 
falfe pretext of Religion and Con- 
fcience^ &rc. 

In the Aft of the firft of King 0^4. 
James t;he firft, the grounds are, 
For the better and more due exe^ 
cut ion of the Statutes heretofore 
made againfi J^f^fs^ Seminary 
Prices , and other fueh like 
Priejlsy as alfo againfi all man- 
ner of KecufantSy be it ordain-^ 
edy &c. 

The third of the fame King 
exprefleth the Reafbns thus; 
For as much as it is found by daily 
experience^ that many his Maje^ 
fiks Subjects that adhere in their 
hearts to the Popijh Religion^ 
by the InfeHion drawn from 
thence J by the wicked and devilijb 
(ounfels of Jefuits , Seminaries^ 

and 
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sftd tahep like Perfans da^gerous^ 
to the Church ami Stdte ; are ^. 
far perverted i^ their Loyalties 
and due Alkgianee unto the l^it^s 
Majeftyj and the Cron^n of Eng^ 
f and , 4V they are ready to entertain^ 
and exeeute any treafonable eonffi^ 
racies and fra^iees , at evidently 
Of fears hy that more than barbnrona 
and harriUe attempt to havetlatpn 
up with Qun-fowder the I(ing ^ 
8rc. 

Having thus given a fhom 
drau^t of the (evere Laws 
agafflft Roman Catholics ^ and 
the Reafbns and Grounds of 
them : Itisobvious^ thatthofe 
for the Supremacy were enad- 
ed principalljT to exclude the 
Vopts Authority in Matters Ecv 
^leHaftical, which oppofed King 
Henry the Eighth^s Divorce^ 
^nd the Reformation of the Re^ 
ligtoR begun : So that a Subje£l 
in point of Confcience, and 
fl^c^r^ Natter of Faitb^ that could 



liot be induced to believe al King 
and Prince capable ofbeingHead 
pf the Churcb ; but ihall be in- 
vincibly perfwaded (how erro- 
nious ioever) th^ the Popetf 
St. Peterh Siicceffor , and Chrifts 
unqueftioned Vicar upon Eaf th, 
9nd cannot, without nazard of 
bis Soul,con(ent to acknowle^e' 
Otherwife ; yetnotwithftanding 
(by thole Laws) this invincible 
perfwafion, without any other 
Crime^is interpreted High Trea« 
Ion, andpunilhedasfuch; and 
Sir Themas Mare Lord Chan- 
eeUor, the BiQiop of Aari^/fer^ 
and others^ fuffered death upov 
that account. 

Inoth^s of them, not only 
Priefts, for receiving Odcrs ac- 
cording to the Rites of th« 
Church of Rome ^ and comtiu 
0ver to Exercife the Office <» 
dheir Fundioo, but fiich as wercf 
converted to the Romifh Faith, 
or Reconciled , were involved 
jn the Cr^roc of Fctopy or Trea, 
' • " fon, 
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ion , without liftiog an hand, 
uttering a Word, or in?agin«- 
iug the leaft difloyal thought 
againft the peace of the Nation^ 
where they were Subjc£ts. 

Fir ft con- Therefore fir ft it muft be con- 
w fh'r fidcred, that fince fome of thefe 
grounds of Laws were made in the tender 
^r^.^^- Age of the Reformation, when 
i^c^fe. our Princes were very careful, 
that it might not be overlaid in 
its Swathing Cloaths : but now 
it is at a manly and mafterly 
growth and back-fet with fo 
numerous a Progenjr and pow- 
erful Abettors, that it can plead 
a prefcription and poflfeflion fuf- 
ficient to maintain it felf by Ar- 
gument and Vote. Therefore 
we cannot now judge fiich (e- 
vere Laws fo neceUkry : there be- 
ing no fuch danger of the Popes 
cxercifing any other Supremacy 
here, than what is purely fpiri- 
tual, over thofe of that Commu- 
nion , in the Divine Offices of 

their 
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their Religion, without having 
any power to difpofe of any Be- 
nefices, endow Religious Houfes^ 
or eftablifh any ReTigious Polity 
over the Proteftant Subjefts : 
And as to any Temporal Jurif^ 
didion 9 it is impodible he 
fhould receive any thing of that, 
which hath been lb ftrenuoufly 
oppofed, even while the whole 
Nation, in Spirituals, fubmitted 
to the Do£l:rii^ and DifcipUnc 
of that Church : and I think all 
may be well fatisfied, that our 
King is no ways difpofed to quit 
any of his Royal Prerogatives^ 
or fubjeft his Crown to any o- 
ther Potentate upon Earth. 

Secondly J It ought to be re- Thefij- 
membred, that in Queen Eliza-^ ^^^ ^^^* 
bethh time, there grew a ftrong ^"* 
Fadioninthe State, by reafbn 
of the doubtful legitimacy of 
that Queen, as being by the 
Pope, and all Roman Catnolics 

looked upon a^ born out of law* 

fui 
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iiii Wedlock, ^ler Fathers Wifk 
Queen dahirwehtm^ then alive, 
and her Mother married to the 
King , before a leg^^l Divorce , 
according to the Ecclefiaftical 
Laws then in force) which oc^ 
- cafioned the Roman Catholics 
here, to be great Favourers and 
Abetters dt Mary Queen of 
Scots ; io that there was a poli« 
tical oeceflity in Queen Elizd^ 
teth^ and thoie that adhered to 
her, (and upon that account 
Were defirous to preferve the 
Proteftant Religion fhe em- 
braced ) with all the Art and 
Induftry they could , by the 
levereft Laws, to iecure the 
one and the other ; and by 
reafbfl of ieveral Attempts, In-' 
lurreftions 9 and Forreign op^ 
|>o(itions, the unfortunate Queen 
of Scots was put to death, for 
the lafety of that Queen^ which 
the Politicians of that Age 
thought could never be, as long 
as her Ryval livedo 

There-- 
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Therefore we muft look up« 
cm thoie Laws as made moftljr 
for the fecurity of the Sove^ 
reignty againft Roman Catho- 
lics , who , as fuch y were ad« 
fudged the greateft Enemies to 
it : 5o that if we conflder the 
times when , and the peribns 
upon whom the bloodieu Laws 
were executed ; we (hall £nd 
* that they were principally , (if 
not only ) when the State was 
either in real or imaginary dan-^ 
ger from fuch : Whence it was, 
that the great States-man, the 
Lord Burieighj publiifaed thai: 
Difcourfc, ThMtPdfifis wtttmt 
put to dtMth ben for their KtligU 
d», hut for their Trtrfom : Tno 
whoever coniiders how the fe- 
curity of the State and of the 
Beiigion was interwoven ; will 
find it requires a (ubtil head to 
ieparate them. 

However the Cafe is now th^ 

wholly altered , the Suoceflion ^j^^^^^ 

^ our King is not in tJie leaftno^ctSe^ 

dilpu- 
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difputable by Roman Catholics 
or Proteftants ; fo that there caa 
be no ground to keep up thofe 
in force^ for any otbei^ end, than 
the fecuring the Proteftant 
Religion only : So that we 
muft invalidate all my Lord 
Burkighf Arguments^ and bot-^ 
torn all our reafbning upon Re^ 
ligion^ if we plead for thole 
Laws, which cannot fully be 
juftified, but by avowing of 
that pofition, fo miich expired 
by the Church of Ef^gia^d^ that 
Dominion is founded in Grace: 
which dangerous Doftrine, if 
it were once yielded, no Prince 
could be fafe from thofe that 
would alledge(and were power* 
ful enough to prove it ) that a 
Prince was not as holy as they, 
Or of their Society ; and where 
puniOiments , of the feverer 
kinds, are inflifted for different 
modes of Worfhip (where nei- 
ther Immorality , Sedition, or 
Treafbn defer ve it y or it is not 

d0ne 



done with due reference to the 
, peace and tranquility of the 
State) we muft ground them 
on the fame Principle , that be^ 
caufe fuch, and (ucn, are not Be- 
lievers of the true Faith (which 
^ the prefent Rulers would infet 
they only had) muft be cut off^ 
or punifhed , as Malefadors : 
Whereas it feems much moreJ 
agreeable to Chriftian Modera* 
tion, and the Rules of true Po^ 
licy^ that where any Church is 
. legally fettled, the care of pre* 
venting mifchiefs fhould be left 
to the Government , which no 
doubt would provide redrefs by 
fupprefling Sedition. , whereby 
none but luch as were Faftious^ 
Turbulent , and endanger thd 
peace of the Government, might 
be under any preflurei or forced 
to withdraw their effefts , and 

« forfake their Country, or to live 
in obicurity and refervednefs^ ai 

[. people under the hatcfics : all 
which do maoffeftly impoveridi 

M It 
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a Country. However in our 
cafe it (eems an unbecoming di- 
flruft of the incrinilck goodn^Ci 
of our Religion, of the ftrcngtfa 
of our Arguments for it^ when it 
inuft be defended by Club*la w i 
And fince We are out of all dan- 
gerof Roman PrieftsTraiBicking 
for Forreign In vafions (as when 
the fevere Laws were made, the 
State was apprehenfive of ) or 
of plotting and contriving a- 
gainft the King and Govern- 
ment ; It is too great an Argu* 
ment, that the refufingto take 
off thtts penal Laws, and that we 
donotacquiefceand yield to the 
moderate dedre of lb gracious 
a King, is more out of an incli* 
nation to gratific Humor, and 
Contention, than for any othei* 
Caufe. It being fufficient that 
If ever fuch a time fhould oc- 
curr, wherein the State Ihould 
be indaneered by Roman Ca* 
tholics, the ieverities naig^t be 
reinforced^ 

When 
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Whfen therefore we cotifider, 
thit the fanguiilary and penal 
L?iwS do w in being ^ ire levere 
to the utmoft extremity : When 
i Turk or a Je\V (not to men* 
f ioti other profeflions more tur- 
bulent in a Stated are not under 
dny fuch intpendiiis Lafh : And 
confider what art after reckoning 
they may undergo, fb that (thd 
Laws ftaading) not only f^riefts* 
and new Converts, but itioft of 
the old hereditary Roman Ca- 
tholics muft be fofced to flee^ 
or abfcond themfefves. And as 
to the Teft, however the King 
may, for his time, difpence with 
the taking of it, and grant Par-i 
dons to , and IndempniHe thd 
not-takers of it , tofies quoties ; 
yet who ever fhall a£t after the 
very lafi Pardon , may be in- 
formed againft under the next 
Proteftant Succeflbr ; and theri . 
it may ,be doubtful , whether 
the Kings difpenfmg Power will 
be allowed or not.

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I fay, if there were no other 
Reafbns ; the King bath from 
hence fufficient cauie to infift 
earneftly upon the repealing 
thefe Laws and the Teft^ and 
it is probable , almoft to a de* 
monftration ^ that if this had 
been frankly granted^ it would 
have fatisfied the King , and 
have compofed the minds of 
Roman Catholics , who, being 
placed in a condition of fafety^

HAving premifed this, I 
come to treat of the In- 
convehienciesi the denial of the 
repeal of thele Laws brings 
with it : ( viz. ) Firft, That it 
raiieth. in his Majefties Royal 
Breaft a prejudice againfl: our 
Church and Religion ; and the 
effe^sof the unkindnefs it may 
beget, appears to me of a much 
more dangerous confequence 
than the tfking off the fangui-^ 
nary iand penal Laws can pro^ 
duce : lb that in ftead of aaing 
for the prelervation of our Re- 
Hgton, we expofe it to moro 

M J irorai» 
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imminent and apparent dangfsr^ 
and inconfiderately run uppnf 
the Rock we would avqid ; fince 
iiich unaccountable obftbacy 
hath not only, in all probability, 
pceafioned the enquiry into tps

of Mihifters of St?!,te, and Offi-

we know not whsA Changes 
;iiid Alterations this wayward 
and unieaionable ftifFnefs^ may 
induce his Majefty to iiiake ia 
the external Government and 
Polity of the Church , by the 
Power of his Supremacy and 
Prerogatives : And iurely the 
extruding of Proteftaqts from 
Power and Authority, either ia 
Church or State , under the 
King , is likely to be a vafter 
prejudice to our Religion , thai) 
the repealing the Teft can be. 

Let us therefore think how 
much we are bouqd, even 
in Chriftian prudence , for the 
iake of Qur Religion , not tQ 
provoke the King to withdraw 
bis Indulgence to us^ in the Ex. 
cife«f that Religion, which he 
graciQufly oflfers to proteQ:, and 
which Grace we ought not tQ 
requite by urging the keeping 
up thofe ieverities againfi: thoie 
of his Religion , which moft 
]PrQt^||ant$ would decline t^ 
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execute , if they could , and 
which we cannot, if we would, 
until we firft renounce obedi- 
cact to G6ds Command , and 
Submiffion to our Sovereign, 
byrefufing, if not overthrow- 
ing "his Sacred Authority and 
Power : Whereas we are tyed 
by our Principles and Religion 
not to refift , it being a chief 
and EfTential Pofition and Do? 
ftrine of the Church of Eng^ 
Und , to render Aftive , and 
when we cannot do that, Paflive 
Obedience to our Sovereign ; 
and what ever we fufFer, it will 
not cxcufe us from the Guilt 
and Crime of indamaging and 
indangering our Religion , by 
this unneceflary giving occafion 
to it : when we might have 
faved , not only our Reputati? 
ons of being moft dutiful Sub- 
jefts , but won lb far upon the 
Jieart of our Royal Mafter, that 
it would have been in the 
PQWCf of |ione ta have e* 




ftrangcd his ABedions from 
us. 

The Spirit of moderation bc- 
cometh Chriftians^ and Calm- 
nefs, and Diicretion becometh 
Subjeds in all dealing with 
their Sovereign ; and we may 
be aflured, that the greater in* 
vitation we give our King by 
thefe Virtues , the greater at 
furances we have ofhis Prote- 
ction of our Religion , and the 
prefervation of the prefent 
Peace, and Tranquility which 
we enjoy. 

Let us not therefore, bv deny- 
ing what we cannot ninder, 
loie the greateft Bleflings, and 
Happinefles we may retain , 
that King and People may live 
in that happy and good under- 
*ftanding, which may continue^ 
and Crown the iweetnefs and 
eafineis of his Royal Govern- 
ipent over us, and of our Tran^ 
quility, Profperity and Hap^ 
moti^ lender bis Shadow.

and then ponder well whether

are ever like to be in by grant-

effay) at the earneft fblicitati** 
CHI of his Parliament^ was Gra- 
ciouflv pleaied torecaf, togra«i 
tifie tne Church of England^ yet 
we cannot exped: that our Kin| 
( not having thofe motives^ an( 
being courted by fb many to 
^ grant it, and finding the exten-^ 
. j fion of his Supremacy) will 
^' think it his Intereft to revoke 
it if he once eftablifh it. 

Here it will not be a mifs to The dift* 

iq* rcnce bp^ 

got twixt Roman Catbolic$^ and other iMfienters from tM 
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confider ^ the great diHcrencti 
there is betwi)ct Romam Catho^ 
lies and other DiiTeqters^ while 
the Laws are ia force ; The 
Mon-confofmifls may meet to 
the dumber of Five^ befidesthe 
Family, and have their Pafk)r9 
or Teacher with them, and the 
difagreeablenefs betwixt thetn 
and the Church of England is 
not: fb great , but that thofe 
who have Eftates, or delire ta 
obtain Offices of honour or pco-^ 
£t . ( even to do the Crown a 
differyice, as we found in thofe. 
that were to capacitate them* 
felves to be Sheriffs in the lata 
times ) could readily Conform* 
Whereas Roman Catholics are 
in extream peril from the very 
harbouring their Priefts: ib that 
ia this the Roman Catholics are 
in a fadderftate than any Chri* 
itians are : For to exercife their 
ReligioQ without Priefts, for 
performing the Office of Bap- 
tizing, Adminiffaring the Blejed 



Sacramenfyhyxty mgt\it Dead,cf^i 
Is in that Church ( and ought 
to be in all others ) impoiBble^ 
and to have them for celebra- 
ting thefe and other Divine Of- 
fices ( as the Laws now are ) 
renders them obnoxious to the 
punirhmentsinflid:ed on Fellons 
and Traytors ; and there is no 
poflibility of the Roman Catho- 
lics^ as mch^conforming even fb 
much as in g^ing once a month 
to Church , without putting 
themielves out of the Commu-» 
nion of their Church , which^ 
with them, is to be avoided 
more than the utmoft fuffer^- 
ings. 

. When thefefolre we confider 
the Unchriftiannefs of fuch ^* 
vere Laws undor our circum-* 
ftances, and refled i^hat tho 
the greateft part of the difqui* 
tets, from the Tenth Year at leafl; 
ol Qiit^nElis^th^ havearifen 
from the pretences of keeping 
out Popery, :and the Advanta?" 
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ge? the Long Parliament had 
againil King Cbsrks the Ftr(^^ 
yras from th^t (burce , and the 
troubbs of cur lace merciful 
King, were bottomed on the 
lame apprehen(ions;and yet now 
that we fee it's adually preach- 
ed , we find no futh dreadful 
e\rents ; but that the Vizard was 
portraied much more terribly 
thaa now when it appears with 
open face ; and now, when wd 
' fee the puhlick exercife of the 
koman Catholic Religion, we 
paly find it gaxed at as a NoveU 
ty, but no aifrightments attend- 
ing it ; and we find, what we 
underfland in Sermons andC3« 
techizing h Chriftiad and pro« 
fiisable^ and what we (inderitand 
not in ^Ceremonies, we fee full 
of Pomp and Magnificencey and 
further we fee notj -' 
. I fay, when we confider all 
this,, andthfttitis inour choice, 
whether we will allpw the fan- 
goiiaairjt and penal t^ws to be 
• ; r\ abol* 
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dbolifhed with a feciirity in*the 
exercifing the Proteftant Reli- 
gion; or on the contrary, the Iri- 
cooveniencies before recited, 
and a Tolleration to boot ; . me- 
thinks it fhould be no difficult 
matter to determine which were 
more advantagious. 

Having thus fhewn fbmc of 
th^ di&qvantages to Us apd 
our Religipfl, by the refufal of 
t Repeal: I might prppofe th«i . 
fidvafltages which will accrue 
by yield iog up thole Laws the 
Kiaghithmcbafi obligation in 
Honour and Juftice ( at leaft iii 
hi5 own Royal Apprehenfion > 
tp iiifift upon, but that the re* 
mov»l of the one, puts the ochei^ 
ia thwr place. 
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SECT. XVI. 

The praSlicablmefs of (t(pmart 
Catholics and ^rotefiants 
living under one Secular 
Goyemment. 

THcreforc I (hall chufe fa-^ 
ther to fhe w the pradica-^ 
blenefs of Roman Catholics 
and Proteftaiits living in the 
fiill enjoyment of thcit refpe- 
Gdvc Religions, undef Princes 
of cither Religion J And firft 
fhall obfcrve, that the Church 
of Krtwe, arid the Church of 
EngUnd are the two Churches 
( in Europe at leaft ;; that are the 
moll confpicuous and of ihoft 
renown : Both plead for the An- 
tiquity of their Doftrine : The 
Roman Catholics are of one 
Communion , ^itd fo is th« 
Church of EngUmi\ but Pro- 
teftantifm at large takes in a 

greater 



greater variety of fubdivifi- 
ons, and thole leparate froal 
the Church of EngUni^ i%^ 
much as that doth from the 
KomAn. 

Secondly^ It hath been the en- 
deavour of many learned and . 
pious men , to accommodate 
the points in difference betwixt 
Roman Catholics and Prote^^ 
ftants. But by reafbn of ftcular 
interefts, no expedient could be 
found to adjuft them , till at 
Uft in Germany ( from whence 
our Saxon Anceftors came ) af- 
ter about twenty years war, 
wherein the Country was the 
very Theatre on which the 
moft Tragical Effufion of Blood, 
and the moft depopulating 
wafte, by Fire and Rapine, 
were a£ted to the higheft de^ 
gree of humane cruelty and re^ 
vengq ; and all this principally 
upon the account of the diffe-* 
rence between Roman Catho^ ^ 
lies and Proteftants , upon ac-» 
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coupt of their Religion^ and htir 
ing at laft throughly wearied 
with theuniuccefsful attempstifH 
on one another^in the year 1614, 
they came to the following fet- 
tlementj, which, I believe, they 
hithei^to reap the fruit of^ being 
confirmed J^w 1648. at the 
Treaty of Munfier^ whereby it 
was made an Imperial Law. 

The Duke of Ntrvhurgh is a 
ftrift Roman Catholic , yet in 
his Country of "^ulkrs^ even at 
peufeldofp > (be principal place 
pf his rendence ( not to name 
other Towns) Lutherans and 
Calvinifts have their Churches 
as well a$ Roman Catholics, 
and 1 fuppofe fie allows the lik6 
liberty ifl the PdUtij^atey as thq 
Count PaUtint did, to whom 
he lately fuccepdcd as his Ijeir 
male. 

The Duke of BrdHiknburg is 
liimfelf a Calvinift , yet his 
Sub^eQis are for the moft pare 
I^Vtlierans , and in ipme parts

of bis Ddminions Roman Ca- 
tholic^ freely enjoy their Relw 
gioii. 

The Bifhop of Af«/^ ( tho 

a Roman Catholic ) ddmit» 

the Ltithei'atts in his City of £r-

, worihip. 

So the Duke of S^xonj^ a Lu- 
theran, hath eftablifht fuch an 
accord in his City of Budifr^ 
that the Roman Cathoiics, and 
Lutherans celebrate their Di- 
vine Offices, in the very faflie 
Church ^ lifpc^rated only by a 
Grate. 

The Bifhop^f Qf^i^nrgh (of 
the Houfe of ^//) is himlelf a 
-Lutheran J yet in bis Towii, 
from whence he hath his Titkj, 
botk Roman Catholics and Lu- 
therans have their Churcliei : 
and tlie next Bifbop rtiuftbe a 
Catholic, and fa AhernaCely, 
and thcf Lutheran Canons lay 
,their Offices, with the Catholics 
in the Cathedral. 

N 4 In 
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In the City of Aushurgh they 
have two chief Mrgiftrates^ "| 
whereof one muft always be ^ 
Roman Catholic, and the other 
a Lutheran. 

The Prince of SukJhdck is a 
Roman Catholic, by profeflion, 
yet in fome parts of his Territo- . -^ 
ties, not only Roman Catholics 
and Lutherans enjoy their diffe. 
rentworlbip, but interchange- 
ably the fame day, in the fame 
place: The Roman Catholics 
uHng a portable Altar, whkh { 
they place upon the Lutheran 
Altar, when they officiate. 

Thp Abbot of Curvey is a 
Prince of the Empire , and a 
Roman Catholic>and hath (even* 
teen Villages in his Juri(cli£bion, 
whereof fixtepn are Roman Ca- 
tholics, only W;ir/?f/^ hath Luthe- 
ran Inhabitants, who enjoy their 
Religion , and in their Annual 
Proceflion, not only thofe Lu- 
therans, but the Envoys from 
|hq Lutheran Princes ot ErunJ^ 

wick. 
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iriV/^y Luneburph y zn^ Hannover 
jittend it, iome carrying the 
Abbotts Mitre, others the Cro* 
fier i&c.) 

At Lamiffring, under the 
Rule of the Biftiop^f Hi/der^ 
Jbemj the Abby and Convent 
are furincipal Lords, yet they 
permit the Lutherans to have a 
Church, 

Thus the Germans live in 
neighbourly Love and Amity , 
and buEe not themfelyes in con* 
ipiring one anothers ruin. 

There is one great inftance ia 
this part ofGermam^ that comes 
home to our CslIg. The hite 
Duke of Hdnnawry being con- 
verted to the Roman Faith, du^ 
ring his Father^ the Duke of^ 
Zsll^s Life , lived out of his 
Country , and was a Canon at 
Paris ; and tho he lived in a low 
Station with few Servants ; yet 
he kept fuch a correfpondence 
with perfbns of Quality, in his 
Fathcrsi Jurifdi^ion . that tho 
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bis Father dedgAed to difinhe^ 
. rit him i yet upon the pews o£ 
his laft Sicknefs he pofted intd 
the Confines , and updn odticd 
pf his Death aciif*^fcwe/(^)^here 
his Eider Brother was) be pdBt^ 
ed to 2^S^ and was ib well re- 
ceived thercy thit he was iboq 
in the Head of a confid^rable 
Army , and by mediation be- 
twixt the two Brdthers,he made 
aa exchange of Z^Hy the nobler 
Dukedom , for that of HUfM^ 
^er , the richer ; where being 
fetled^ he governed his Coufitry 
very peaceably for fourteen 
yearsr, and contented himielf 
with a Chappel fof his trwt 
Devotion y and a Convent erf 
Capuchins near it ; and prar 
milcuoufly employed ROtti^ 
Catholies and Lutherans in his 
Military and Civil Imploy- 
ments, giving to his Roman Ca- 
thoilc Sub;eas free liberty of 
?he Exercife of their Religion, 
^nd w^rpughlp fe good an accxard 

among 
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^moi^ his Subjei^si^ ofboth 
Perfwafiofls, that there were no 
Mitnofities atnong them^ none 
repifliiig at aoothers^ prefer- 
ment, but in poiflt of Duty and 
Allegiance ^ tbey all refpefted^ 
honoured and (erved him, and 
lived happily under hisCovem-* 
|!nent; and he was in as good 
efteem among bii Lutheran 
Subjefts, as any Prince had been 
long before* 

He dying without lifue, Ji^n* 
mnftr fell to his younger Bro-^ 
tber the BiOiOp of Ofnahmfgh^ 
who is a Temporal Prince,, not 
in holy Orders, but married ; 
and bath feveral Princes and 
PrinccfTes his Children , and is 
hirtifelf a Lutheran. Upon his 
Entrance to his Principality he 
did dot profecute the Romaic 
Catholics ; only the Capuchins, 
who lived upon Alms, could 
not ftav as in a Coovtnt, thq 
he profered them proteftion for 
their pe^Ibns, apd JlomanCat 
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tholics enjoy the liberty , I 
havebeforc mentioned, as others 
do in feveral Principalities in 
GermMjt Whether this Har- 
mony happen by realbn the 
people are not fhch Zealots \n 
Religion^ as in other places, to 
be cutting of Throats for it, I 
cannot tell : but I am fure it is a 
great eafe to Prince and Peo* 
pie. 

By this Example , I hope it 
will appear^how practicable itis, 
that Roman Catholics and Pro- 
tcftants may live under the pro-, 
te&ion of Magiftrates of either 
Belief, without: fwallowing up 
one another; and if it were not 
for the violent prejudices which 
fomc have, there is no need of 
endeavours to extirpate Roman 
Catholics , who being few m 
number, yet are confiderable in 
quality and intereft : Nor of 
overfetting the Church of Eng- ^ 
iMdy whofe true Members evep 
li^ve been Loyal, and in thci 

worft 
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^orft of times have joyned with 
Roman Catholics for the fup^ 
port of the Grown , and have 
been fcllow-fuflererSi 

Surely We Cannot fofget the 
time when fo great a Credit 
wds ' given to a Plot , which 
(even as it was publifbed id 
Narratives ) was as dark and 
confu(ed> as the Chaos ; as mom- 
ftrous as any Figment of the 
Poets, or in the Alcharon ; full 
of impoilibilities, and contra- 
di^ions ; bo that it is now o\Xt 
wonder ahd aftonifhment, how 
greedily it wis fwallowed : Yet 
this ferved the turn to exa(p6-< 
rate the peopk^ yea the Parlia-* 
ment it (elf, to that degree, that 
not only the Cathdlics were 
branded as the moft ti'ay terous, 
barbarous,Gf uel, bloody-minded 
Men in the World; but they 
fuflfercd the feverities of the 
Laws : And much inno- 
cent blood was fhed upon the 
Tdftimony of a few pprjurM
